NEW MEMBERS FOR IAA COMMITTEE 
--AND A REPORT ON GUATEMALA 


Chairman VIRGINIA PREWETT MIZELLE of the OPC Inter-American Affairs Commit- 
tee this week announced a new list of committee members which included Dr. ALBERTO 
GAINZA PAZ, publisher of La Prensa of Buenos Aires, which was confiscated by the 
Peron Government several years ago. 

At the same time, it was announced that OPCer JULES DUBOIS had submitted to 
the Inter-American Press Association a report on the press situation in Guatemala. 
The IAA Committee had earlier expressed satisfaction to the new Guatemala govern- 
ment on the removal of press persecution under the Communist-tinged government of 
Jacopo Luis Arbenz. 

` Among the new committee members are: JOSH 
POWERS, ELIZABETH FAGG, HERBERT MATTHEWS, 
JAMES CANEL, BILL MIZELLE, JULES DUBOIS and 
ANDREW HEISKELL. Other names will be 
announced shortly. 

In his report to the IAPA, DUBOIS said that the Guatemalan press had just 
emerged from one of its most crucial periods in five years. "During the final 
days of the Arbenz regime," he said, "...one of the most arbitrary censorships 
in history was exercised by Communist Party members who operated the press and 
propaganda office of the presidency." Newspapermen and correspondents were 
frequently arrested during this period. 

DUBOIS himself was arrested while carrying out assignments for the 
Chicago Tribune on the night of June 25. He was questioned for an hour and a 
half but was released following the intervention of the American Embassy.
